Marshal Sokolovski's walkout from tho ACA on 20 March 1943 i B accepted as 
part of the retaliatory “get tough with the USA" policy ordered ty Molotov 
immediately after the breakup of the London Prime Ministers’ Conference. 

Source believes there can bo no question of hostilities at the present 
time. The Russian people are vaiy tired of war, and the Soviet Govern- 
ment realises that it cannot count on their fill support in an immediate 
war in the sane manner aa they resisted tJazi aggression. On recovery. 
Communist propaganda must be increased to such an extent that the people 
will be ideologically prepared to resist with all their strength the ex- 
pected onslaught of "American fascist aggressors”. The government must 
not admit its present weakness, either to its own people or abroad. There- 
^ ore » ^ mU3t follow a strong, bold and tough policy, manifested by Sokc~ 
lovssi s insults to the powerful Anglo-Americans , Gromyko’s non-cooperative 
attitude in the UN, etc,, The same bold line must be followed down to the 
relatively low Berlin Komandatura level and even to the border control 
points dealing with Anglo-American personnel. < 1 I Comment : Source was 
not very familiar with the stoppage of US military trains to Berlin, but 
explained it as a part of the general "get tough policy”.)
